g their ſhewring eves afford tl:em , be- 

waile our departed Prophet 1n the f1- 
lert language of a Teare ; and weepe out Elegies for 
their ſouls great lofſe: Whileſt I ind out ſome other 
meanes to empty my full Boſome : not that I wonld 
willingly part with the remembrance of our Joſftah, 
nor powre out all rhofe ſad thoughts his Death-hath 
lefr chere; (for even my Melancholy is welcome to 
me,whileſt he1s the Subje of it.) But.rhat I would 
tranſcribe ſome reverenrtiall conceits, which my 
conemplative Griefe hath written on my Heart, 
that may perhaps be better read on my Paper: For, 
within mc, they now havea confuſed Method ; and 
take up ſo much of me; that they ſcarce lerve room? 
for other thoughts, which theſe Times, fruirfull in 
ſorrowes, do conrinually diate ro me. 

I may freely admire Thee now ; for, thy modeſt 
Eares are deafe to our applauſe; and thy well-led- 
life was above our Flatrery : So thar I ſhall have no 
cavſe ro check my ſelfe, whileſt with praiſe and 
wor:der I runne over the varietv of thy merit. Nor 
ſhall} our inquiry begin at the laſt Act ofthy Life ; 
we wlll curſorily, art leaſt, examineevery Scene of 
2 it,

it ; and wil look back upou theeeven fromthy Cra- 
dleto thy Grave. 
And we ſhall finde Thee conſecrated even from 
thy Infancy, to the ſervice of thy Great Maſter. 
Thou wert the Sonne of a Prophet, of 2 religious 
and fuithfull Miniſter , who was bleſſed wich five 
more ; every one of which, with a carefull and pt- 
ous Hand, he led throyg!: a!l their Studies, till He 
brought chem from rhe S-hoole to the Pulpit : and 
when, as 1naneminent Candieitick, He had rhere 
placed them, as ſo many burning & & ſhining Lig'-t: , 
(as if there wanted nothing to mike Him perfealy 
bappy but Henen it felfe,) Heleir this world ſen- 
£2ged to Him for rhote five happie Leg1cics) in 4 
toll old age. Ve will not here any further ſearch 
after the religious courſes of thy learned Brnrliers 
yet, whileſt we bemoare Thee, we: cant bur re-

ſuch a Character, remember Reverend Shute, and 
make Him their Patterne. 

Wenwtll firſt confider Him as a Man; Tov well 
Hedid inftru&t Himſelfe. and preach © his owne 
ſoule. And we ſhall here find that his ordinary con- 
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verſition, was a Continued LeAure. Hee was of 2 vixit;; or- 


a diſpoſition ſociable ; yet affording Nature on- 
Iv ſuch refreſhments as might en:ble Her , to 
afift Him inhis holy imployment ; for they were 
but as ſo many preparatives to ſtudy. To all Hee 
was penerally affable, to none ſevere; never diſco- 
vering any Auttcrity , but againſt a confident 
Sinner. Hee was knowne almolt to all ; acquain- 
ted with but a few. He kept a civill correſpondence 
with many learned men; but thoſe chat He com- 
monly beſtowed his leizure houres with ; He choſe

rather for their free and innoceut friendlineſſe;then 


for any eminencie of their parts; rather ſtudying 
Books then Men, yet converting {o much wirh the 
laſt, thar He mighr not bequire a ſtranger to the 
times He lived in. His greateſt wealth was the ri- 


 che6of content. His greateſt expence next to his 


Bookes was his Charity , and Hee could never find 
himſelf touched with any thing ike Covetouſieſle ; 
but when his ſmall Treaſury could nor afford Him 
reliefe for ſome rhat were rhe objects of his Pity. He 
w3sS long happy in a grave and vertuous wife, but ne- 
ver was indeed a Father ; rhough He oftcn ſheived 
himſelte ſo to thoſe that were Fatherleſle. He knew 
Lot how to be prond, and could as ill endure a cree- 
ping Flattery. In briefe, He was a man of ſoeven a 
{pirir, fo happily tempered, thar Re was Miſt: r of 
his Paſons , and hid no unruly Humour predomi- 
nant in Him. 1 conld liy dowwne out of the cbſerva- 
tion of 1s life ſo mary divire, ſo many morall rules 
and Preceprs ; that his very example were dire&ion 
cnough,

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enough, how we ſhould ſteere our Adions and Af- 
fections. But theſe are the fleighteſt piRces of his 
worth : Ler us look upon Him 1n his proper ſphere, 
2nd enquire how fit a man Hee was for his ſacred 
Fun ion : How he was qualified to be au Embaſſa- 
dor from the Court of Heaven : and here He will be 
well worth our wonder : for it will appeare, that all 
choſe Eminencies, which doe diſperce and divide 
themſelves amongſt ſcverall other men did all meet 
in Him : what was 1t that any one Man might boaſt 
of; of his profeſſion which Hee himſclfe was not 
Maſter of > 

When He ſhewed Himfelte in his Pulpit, his 
oravity & preaching countenance, did Chaſtize every 
carcleſſe or wanton Hearer : So rhart to wear his P4- 
ture near our Eye or Heart,or to ſuppoſe Him loo- 
king upon Us were enough, me thinks, to friohe a- 
way a ſinful] Thought : Devotion hovered bout 
Him; when He was addreſſing Himſelte to pray; 
and his whole geſture kindled a warme Zeale even in 
a frozen Boſome. Whuleſt his petitioning words 


fell from Him; they begate penitent ſighes1n thoſe 


which joyned with Him ; ro witneſſe that their 
Hearts breathed out the ſame requeſts: All his Eja- 
culztions werethe ſober diCtares of the ſpirit, they 
were not fiery and ſudden raptures, hudled up, con- 
ccived and born 1n a haſty minute ; his Zeale;though 
fervent, was modeſtly ordered,conſidering to whom 
he ſpake : nor did He (onthe otherſide) ryc himſelf 
toa few ſet words, as if the Almighty wereto be ap- 
peaſed with ſpels : but his well-fitted Petitions va- 
ried as Off, as any occaſions offered themſelves : and 

when 
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when Hee had as it were prepared the attentive 
Soule by prayer, and begg'd a bleſſing upon His 
houres diſcourſe, hee ſo chearefully, fo folemn- 
ly, addreſſed himſelfe to the worke of a holy 
Orator, that Hee preſently had poſſeſſion of our 
Eyes, Eares, and Hearts. He feldome (unlefſe ſome 
proper occaſtou call'd for it) varied His Text ; or 
leapt from place to place to ſtart a new Subject ; 
He commonly purſued one my of Scripture with 
ſuch learned pcrſpicuity, ſuch a pious pleaſancy ; 
and did ſo heighten our religious appetites, that we 
were ſorry for the parting Sands, and long'd for rhe 
next houre to finiſh thar, which to day perhaps he 
did only cut out, or divide, for another dayes ex- 
ercize. In His delivery, He was neither affected 
nor looſe; having ſuch a command of his rongue 
and voice, thar he could handſomely fit them for 
every ſubjet. At a Funerall He pleaded fo morti- 
fyingly 1n the behalfe cf Death; that He made ſome 
deſirous not to live, orhers to live better, nor did 
any returne from Him without a beneficiall convi- 
Aion of their owne Mortality. So patherically 
would He {olemnize rhe paſſion of our Saviour ; 
that his hearers might well laugh at the ſuperſtirion 
of a Crucifix, which only reacheth the gazers eye, 
or but ſlightly toucherh the abuſed ſfoule : when as 
He imprinted in every heart Chriſt crucified , by 
repreſenting every circumſtance of His Paffion ſo 
tothe life, as if He were bleeding a freſh ; and were 
againe ſtabbd and wounded by us rhat were His fin- 
full Auditory. By theſe meanes He became Maſter 
of our confciences, which ſtood in awe of His 

B word: : 
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words ; and were powerfully ſubdued to his ſaving 
DoRrines. Nor did He adminiſter ſharp things 
only ; He had Balme for the broken and contrite 
heart ; ſoft and gentle perſwaſions to win atremb- 
ling ſoule : He never denounced judgement; but his 
eyes were big with Teares : He was none of thoſe 
Thundereres, who repreſent G © Þ in all his terrible 
Attribures, and ſhaddow over his Mercy and Com- 
paſſion. He rather allured then terrified a ſtraying 
conſcience, and rather endeavoured to bring it home 
to the Fold, then drive it further from ſafety. 

And though He did dreſſe Divinirie with all the 
winning advantages, and pious alluremenrs of ſpiri- 
tuall Rhetorick - though the words He cloathed it 


. In, wereimbroadered with all the flowers of Learn- 


ing, with golden Sentences, and precious Meditati- 
ons(which did cath the attention ofevery Auditor.) 
Yet, this Kings Daughter (for ſo is the word, well 
preached) was all glorious within : the matter, 
which was the in-fde. was rich and ſubſtantiall. 
The weakeſt Capacity went along with Him un- 
derſtandingly, all the way ; ſo well did He comply 
with the meaneſt hearer. The more delicate appre- 
henfton of the Nobility and Gentry (which were 
{till part of that Religious Throng) was ſo adviſed- 
ly ſaited ; that He did, as it were, court them from 
their fins, and by a holy Infinuation, did even ſteale 
into their Boſomes ; and ſo powerfully convince 
them of their vanities, that they alwayes carried 
home with them new reſolutions. And the moſt 
Sober, the moſt Learned Perſons (for ſome ſuch 
were almoſt alwayes 2 part of this Auditory) diſ-

covered in _ Sermon ſuch a digeſtion of gene- 
rall Learning, ſo many full exprefſions of a Scholar, 
of a ſound Praacher, ofa Holy man,that they could 
even have kiſſed the Pulpit, in approbation of thoſe 
bleſſed Truths ſent down from it. 

There might you ſee the graver Divines, willing 
to improve their Knowledge and their Piety,by that 
Summary of Divinitie which might be found in 
every dayes Lecture. And there might be ſeene the 
Young-men of the Caſlock (lately fer up in their 
Trade for Soules) inabling theinſelves for their ſa- 
cred Imployment ; ſo atrentively fixing their whole 

{elves on Him, as ifrhey had a deſigne to aſſimilate 
rhemlelves roevery excellency of His. One eyeing 
Him, as it he were learning to put on his Reverend 
Geſture, which gave Life to all that fell from him - 
the other, how to borrow his unaffected Arr, and fa- 
cility of urterance : another, how to weave his rea- 
ding and his meditation with ſuch cunning and ad- 
vantage : another, curiouſly obſerving his Method, 
with a purpoſe to contrive his after labours by fo 
rare a Modell. Thus, He was a Preſident for all 
men ; yer was there ſuch a mixture of Grave Humi- 
lity inall theſe Perfections, as if He only had beene 
ignorant of them. 

And wonder not that this Towre of D4ausd made 
fo faire a ſhew, and |tad fo many ſwelling eminen- 
cies, for He had a Foundation large, and ſure. Grace 
laid the firſt ſtone; and Perſeverance built upon it- 
a connexion of Piety and Good-works was the Mor- 
rer or Ciment : Faich was the Buttreſſe that kept it 
upright and ftedfaft : the Holy Spirit was the _ 
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fter-workman, by whoſe aQtive influence every 
thing was diſpoſed. Nature lent all her aides to 
make rhe worke perfect ; for, (as ſo many Labou- 
rers, whoſe proper imployments were herein neceſ[- 
{ary,) ſhe lent an open Capacitic, a rerentive Mec- 
morie, 2 ſearching wit, a trying Judgement : And 
here were all thoſe ſervants of Art which make the 
ſuper-ſtru&ure z as indefatigable Induſtry, 1nquiſi- 
tive Studie, curious Obſervation, ſatisfying Expe- 
rience, and the uſefull extra&tions of Bookes and 
Antiquities. 

Lect it then be the boaſt of others, rhat they are 
able to performe the moſt ſacred and myſterious 
office of the Miniſtery, .without being much behol- 
ding to Learning, that neceſſary Hand-maide to di- 
vine Knowledge; whileſt we piric, and laugh at the 
cunning Ignorance of theſe zealous Drones. It will 
be a worthy addition ro his laſting Fame, that He 
was not contented to make himſelfe intimate with 
the whole Scripture, and have every Text readie to 
refute an Adverſarie, or convince a Sinner : but He 
did run over the whole Bodie of Learning , fipping 
from every part of it, as from ſo many "3 
ſerviceable notions, which being by his holy Art di- 
geſted (as by the ſubtile Chymeſtrie of the Bee) 
help'd to make up that Honey, thoſe {weet and cor- 
m_ Lectures, with which He frequently entertai- 
ned us. 

Heread the Bible in that Originall language, in 
which thoſe happie Secretaries to the Holy Ghoſt 
penned it ; that he might be the more familiar with 
the true intentions of every word and expreſſion of 

| bs 


' it; making himſelfe acquainted with the learned 
Languages , becauſe he would look back into the 
- firſt Eſſence and purity of things, before the per- 

plexing variety of humane conceipt had ſpent it felt 
upon it:that he might examine upon what Grounds 
and Reaſons, the antient Expoſitors and Farhers 
have founded thoſe numerous Volumes , which at 
this day do furniſh our holy Libraries. Doing this, 
not out of a proud curioſitie, or to defend Errour ; 
but out of areverend feare of aſſenting to the newer 
opinions of any, how eminent ſoever ; if he found 
them diſſonant to thoſe ancient verities, which he 
: ſtudiouſly rraced, by going ſo far backward into the 
untoiled Learning and witdome which was behinde 
him. 

And then, w_ But I'le ſumme 
up no more of his parts, but, will abruptly leave his 
many abilities in the mid-way : Seeing every Ser- 
mon of his told us how generally, how adinirable he 
was qualified; for,they were not the eliborate Iſſues 
* of many dayes, (fo much rime not beirg allowed 
him) but they were the diſgeſted quinteſſence of his 
former labours ; to which his leiſure only gave him 


2 leavetoaddelittleelſe but Meditation, & Method. 


' There 1s yet ſomething behinde which-will give 


_- moreluſtreto his precious Memory. It is poſſible, 


that we may finde his parallell, if we only look up*- 
on the qualifications of Learning and ſtrong Parts. 
But, where ſhall we finde ſo much ſober integrity ; 
one ſo like to thoſe firſt Diſciples, whoſe immedi- 
ate Tutor, Chriſt himſelſe was > One, that ſo deſer- 
vedly may be ſtiled.an Apoſtle of our Church +: 
Herein lay his prime Excellency. Let 


Oftered Him 
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Let us firſt looke upon Him, as po——_— by bus 
great Maſter to the cure of thoſe ſouls, _— 
whom He expired ; we ſhall find Him continually 
diligent in his charge (where He fixed himlſelte for 
one and thirty years) behaving Himſelfe much like 
that Shepherd, that gave his lite for his ſheepe : for 
It is well knowne, He ſpent himſelfe ſo without 1n- 
tcrmiſſion 1n his ſtudy and his Pulpit : that b1s un- 
ſtirred humours (which wanted part of that immo- 
derate exerciſeyyhich his ſpirits had )ſetled into Diſ- 
caſes; w® preſſed upon Him ſo violently in his later 
years;that he often preached in pain, in faint ſweats, 
nay, ſometimes in Bloud ; of which he had many ſad 
witneſſes. Nor could He be won from his ſtation, 
wherein his Conſcience told Him, -his God had ſez 
Him,by any richer Invitations, or Livings of a grea- 


by ſome of his ter Value;which he often refuſed, as unwilling, when 


Lay-tricnds. 


Hee had brought his neighbours ſoules halte-way to 
Heaven,to leave them to a new Convoy; who might 
perhaps rarher dire& them a crooked courſe, or 
bring them back againe, then helpe them forward, 
(for He would often lament the paucity of confci- 
entious Guides.) He was obſerved to be fo far from 
that (almoſt epidemicall ) crime of Temporizing, 
chat he was looked upon as a profeſſed (though nor 
arigid) Antagoniſt ro the rimes he lived in, as if he 
ſcorned to bee a Favourite to that predominant 
Power, under which the evils he lamented, ſeemed 
to him to recetve their countenance and growth; his 
well-ſetled ſoule was ſtill kept within its religious 
Center, and could never be conjured out by all thoſe 
powerfull Charmes which Ambition ſcatters, to 

caveagle

enveagle the judgements and inclinations of her 
oppoſites. Yet he ſometimes commanded himſelfe 
to a mannerly and civill obedience, as a ſubje&, and 
a ſonne of the Church; in ſome indifferent things 
"rather yeelding to the publique, and a good conſci- 
ence, than to the wiltulneſle of his own private op1- 
nions. But when at any time he ſaw plainly any in- 
dire&t Deſignes on foot, which ſome great Agents 
1n Church and State, kept going, either to put new 
fetters upon the ſubjects, or new diſguiſes on Reli- 
g10n ; he could never be courted to lend his Tongue 
romake Apologies for their Innovations; nor could 
be ſilenced from declaiming againſt the dangerous 
attemprs of rheſe firſt troublers of Iſrael. And there 
needs no greater approbation of his uprightneſle, 
nor a fuller conviction of the corrupt Germ of 
thoſe dayes,then that he and ſome more of his Form, 
(whoſe ſtanding inthe gap, when ſuperſtition was 
ruſhing in,drew upon them chat then vencrable nick 
name of Purirans) were ſo long left unpreterrcd ; 
whileſt the Dignities of the Church (w® ſhold have 
been the reward of Men,ſingular for their Piety aud 
Ability) were chiefly raken up by ſuch who rather 
ftudied, preached, and praQticed the Poliriques then 
Divinity. And when afterwards, the winds were 
quite turned, when ſtormes an4 foule weather ſec- 
med to threaten every one that came not into the 
new roade, he did not forſake that Anchor of a ho- 
ly Reſolution, but rather endured ſharpe blaſts of 
envie and malice ; difdaing a wavering compliance 
to the farall alterations of our giddie times, which 
drew from him many a Tear, & private groan: Nor 


could he refraine from a more open expreſſion of his 
orice 
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(12) 
griefe, though there was danger and ſuſpition-inhis 
very Sighs:For he would modeſtly and warily com- 
plaine of, and bewaile the miſcariages or miſtakes 
of thoſe above him : but with a warme and watran- 
table Zeale be angry with ſuch among the heady 
people, who would not fee the confuſton they were 
violently hurrying into. Nobold-fac'd finne could 
ſcape him without a ſeaſonable reprehenſion. No 
diſtrutive Dottrines, no falſe glofles, no ſchiſmi- 
ticall Tares could be foived by the Malice-or Igno- 


ranceof any, but he would carefully fet himſelfeto 


the weeding of them out betimes ; leit the ſeeds of 
them ſhovld prove fruitfull ; and ſcatterthemſelves 
in his well-kept Garden, (for ſuch 15 a Pariſh well 
inſtruted-) He was ſo earneſt a Lover of Union and 
right Devotionriar the dividing Separariſt, and ſu- 
perſtitions Papiſt received a wound from him at 
every Le&ure. Toconclude, hee was ſuch an eager 
oppoſite to all thoſe things that interrupted our 
Peace, and ſullied the faire Face of Truth; that we 
muſt needs complaine, that Truth and Peace have 
loſt oneof their chicte Champions. 

Nor did he encounter the divers enemies of the 
times with a loud violence, but moderately and 
calmely overthrew Them ; (having learned the ex- 
periment of breaking a Flint with more eaſineſſe 
vpoD acuthion) ſcorning that vain-glory, and thoſe 
falſe ends, which make ſome partially and uncivilly 
raile againſt the preſent managers of our Aﬀatres; 


| _— on purpoſe the Anger and the power of 
e 


thoſe, whoſe Intereſt commands them to ftop their 


their mouthes : that they may undeſervedly gain the 
title

title of a Prerogative Martyr, and hazard their pet* 
ty preferments, in expectation of ſome better guer- 
don : ſocatching at a Dignity, by their hot ambiri- 
on, which they were never likely to reachby their 
luke-warme Devotion. But his Diviner Soule 
knew no indire& ends ; the Cathedrall honour, ne- 
ver had any magnetick Influence upon his conſci- 
ence : his Eye and his Heart were alwayes toward 
Heaven, as it he thence expected his Biſhoprick ; 
and defired no other preferment , then what was 
there laid up for him : Being ſo high minded, rhat 
he ſlighted the Miter to inake himſefe ſure of a 
Crowne. 

It 1s timethat I ſhonld make haſte to his Morta- 
litie, leſt, when I have enquired after, and call'd to- 
gether all his worth, my Reader want faith to goe. 
along with me further. Let us therefore deſcend 
quickly ro his declining, and we ſhall finde an eve- 
ning becomming ſuch a day , glorions even in his 
Sun-ſet. Nor could we look for any other Cara- 
ſtrophe at the laſt Scene, when all the reft of his 
life was ſo well Ated. Helived 55 yeares to learn 
how todye well ; for indeed his whole Age was no 
otherwiſe imployed. Ar laſt, Nature being over- 
wrought, groaned under many Infirmities ; which 
with cheerefulneffe he a great while paſſed over ; 
till Death, which would notÞDe deferr'd further ; 
and Heaven, which would no longer be without 
this Gueſt, agreed ropgether to ſummon him, by a 
ſwonning- Fit; which (as ſoone' as he had retired 
onr of his Pulpit into his Chamber) ſufpended his 
ſpirits and had throwne him on the ground ; had not 

C a 
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2 luckie friend (whoſe fortune it was to cloſe hrs 
eyes at laſt) then by chance reſcned him from the 
Fall. After this,. his Diſeaſe purſued him ſo cloſe, 
that ir took him from his profeſſion ; and this hee 
accounted Death even before Death to be forc't 
from his Pulpit, where he would willingly have ex- 
pired, [is ſoule being then nearer, and on its way to 
heaven. | 

But, Bleſſed Man, thou mad ſt thy Bed thy Pul- 
pit; and finding thy Soule upon her Wing, thou 
didſt (almoſt after thy uſuall Method) betake thy 
Elite to thy Text, which was, that commanding 
Monoſyllable Death. Yet beforc thou didſt enter 
upon it, thou didſt prepare thy few and happie Au- 
ditors, by a moſt devout and patheticall Prayer: ; 
wherein all the world was beholding to thy exten- 
five Charitie. And, may thy bleeding Countrie, 
thy difquicted Prince, thy divided Brethren, thy 
melancholy Friends, and even thy peeviſh enemies 
feele thoſe Blefſings, which in thy 13ſt words thou 
didſt beg for them.

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Mouth, how he might dye to live immortallie. 
Nor did this Man of God, goe to his Grave with 
meane Funerals ; he had more true Mourners then 
followed the Hearſe of a departed Prince. Such 
put on an affected griefe with their diſſen ling 
blacks ; and at theſe ſtately Obſequies ther&is no 
circumſtance which is like Sorrow, but 2 counter- 
fcit Solemnitie : when as there wanted no Pageants 
of Mortality nor borrowed ſadneſſe to attend him to 
the houſe of Death. In his Melancholy Traine, 
(whick was made up of thoufands beſides his droop- 
ing Kindred) 1t was hard ro finde our a dry eye, or a 
face wherein griefe did not apparently ſhew it ſelfe. 
The Nobility and Gentry could not command their 
Teares , or were williag to beſtow that laſt gatefull 
ſhowre, in acknowledgement of thoſe many bleſ- 
ſings they owed him for. The deje&ed Clergie 
bung downe their heads, as if they had loſt the cre- 
dit of their Profeſsion. His ſad Pariſhioners, who 
for ſo many yeares had received the bread of life by 
his faithfull 'Miniſterie, looked pale and diſconſo- 
late, as though they had feared a ſucceeding Famine. 
And rhe reſt of the weeping croud (who had hereto- 
fore gathered up, whileſt he ſhook the Tree of Life 
ro all thar came) by their Laments and Peales of 
ſighes did witneſſe, that they had ſoules ſenſibleof 
the injuries which death had done them by taking 
away him ; who alwayes ſtood Sentinel! for all his 
Auditors, and gave them a timely Alarum againſt 
the ſurprizals of their Arch-Enemy , the Devill.

But, Heaven and Earth (whoſc Darling he al- 
| wayes was) have litred him above the reach of theit 
violent malice. And whileſt God and Men (having 
now divided him berwixt them) ſhall take carc, the 
one of his Soule, the other of his Fame; and thall 
cternize him 1n the Regiſter of the Saints ; the me- 
mory of theſe dregs of men, (who are profeſſed enc- 
miesevenro Morraltty,to Learning, Vertue, Piety, 
almoſt to all choſe true and effent121l parrs of Gha- 
rity and Religion) ſhall be odious to Pofterity ; (to 
which they have helpd togive a wound by their fu- 
rious and unlimited zeale and prattifes, which will 
be beyond the cure either of Time or Policy.) Yet 
even tor theſe Malignant Spirits, his Soule left a 
bleſſing, whileſt he begdof the Almighty (whnrher 
he was about to goe) toenlighren and amend their 
bloodſhed eyes, and to pardon their wiltull and ma- 
lirious Blindnefſe.

Come hither then all ye that have any aime at 
heaven,and ſet your ſelves to ſtudy the life and death 
of this holy man : what we cannor performe by his 
precepts, and paſſed Inſtructions ; let us reach at by 
his example and imitariou. Thus he may live with 
us indeſpight of Death : and preach ſaving Do- 
Arines; though himſelfe be for ever ſilenced. Thus 
every pious boſome may make it ſelfe his Tombe ; 


which, being adorned with any reſemblance of his

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etter part, will more fully evidence his worth, then 
a ſpeaking marble, whoſe partiall Infcrptions doe 
moſt times flatter their dead gueſts; and are there- 
fore juſtly ſuſpe&ted, as no more then a Funerall 
Complement. Yer, it were both pity and ingrati- 
tude, ſhould that ſilver Trumpet (which hath fo of- 
ten awakened us from our f{1nfull Lethargies) be 
be now hudled up in common duſt, without ſome 
little memoriall, where it is laid up. Go on then; 
and doe you ( whoſe ſoules were above thirty veates 
obliged tohim , ) deliver him over to Poſterity iu 
your intetided Monument. That when aged Time 
hath worne out all thoſe, who haye been witnefſes 
of his matchleſſe parts and Piety, the ſtones may 
tell his happy Rory, by offering this Epitaph to eve-

rate and rebellious diſcourſe, that his CMajefie had good 
reaſon to believe bis owne perſon, hrs Royall Conſort the 
Queene, and his deare# Children to be in evident denger 
of (ome violent ation, One would not thinke (bat thar 
we have a notable Precedcnr of the like already) that 
thoſe who did ſo lately cry Hoſamna inall their ſtreets, 
upon his ſacred Majeſties return from Scorlend, ſhould

And at this heightthey- were before his Majeſtics 
accuſing of the Lord K:imbo/ton, and the five mem- 
bers, of b1gh Treaſon :whobeing the darlings of that 
headrong and rebell:ons fattion, found it no difficulty 
to ſcrue them to-an higher pitch, to bring them on 
from words to ation, and to put that in execution 
which they had.in proze7. For when his Majeſtie, to 
ſhew the cleatneſſe of his purpoſes, went to the: Gurid- 
hall attended by no other guard then his 'owne inno- 
cence, to give the Citice an accompr of his procee- 
dings (which was more than he was bound to doe), 
how rudely did the people prefſe upon him as he 
went to dinnerto the Sherrffes 5 with what undutifull 
and difloyall clamours did they follow after him,

How 
ſawcie a petition did they tender to him onthe mor- 
row after, under the name of the Lord Mater, the 4- 
dermen, and the Common-Comncell of the City of London, 
hb not only demanding that the Tower of Lowaon,, .. » 
ſhould be pur into fuch hands as they might cowfide in. the 6.0 Jaz 
and that the Parliament ſhould be ſecured by aguard '*4*:

jed members might not be reſtrained of libertie, and li- 
miting his Majeſtic to a courſe of proceeding againſt 
them. Which when it would not be obtained « al- 
though his Majeſtic returned them a moſt gracious 
Anſwer) and that they ſaw that words and threar- 
nings could not terrifte fo reſolved a Prince, they 
forthwith put themſelves into a moreterrible poſture, 
and by plaine force compelled his*Mazeſtic nor only 
to defift from proſecuting the #ccaſed Members,(the fa- 
vourites of that factious Citie ) but to provide for lris 
owne ſatery, and forthe preſervation of his wife and 
children, by a ipcedy flight. For when the day ap- 
potmed came, in:which thoſe worthy Gentlewen were 
to be condudtedto the Commons Howſe ; they were at- 
tended from therr reſidewes in the Citie i with multitudes 
of Armed men and Ammunition, Drumms , Trumpets - Declaration 
and Colours intheirrankes and orders; ( not-to ſay & 4 
any thing of ithoſe' Pikes and Prote#ations Which his © 
Majeſtic doth elſewhere mention }in an hoſtile and war- 
like manner unto Weſtminſter : the Mariners and other 
Seamen:ſttring out neare an bundred Lighters and long- 
Boates, ladew with Sacres and murdering pieces, and areft 
«p with waſte. cloaths and Streamers ready for « fizbt: - 
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af them crying out as they aſedby thatthus they would 
prote& and defend thoſe worthy Gentlemen whom 
the King accuſed, 1 note not here by whole direQions 
and ſuggeſtions all rheſe ſtirres were raiſed, thoſe tu- 
mulrs countenanced, and thoſe Forces levied : but 
who they were whole hands were firſt lift up to di- 
ſturbe our Peace, and pur on Armes not oncly to re. 
{iſt (as is now pretended) but to affront and baffle a 
moſt Gracious Prince. I kaow the Treaſon had been 
forged in farre wiſer beads, but it was. hammered by 
their hands, In vain the Giants had attempred to de- 
throne the Gods, and undertook a warre againſt Hea- 
ven ttfelfe ; had not Briarew with his hundred hands 
been aſſiſting ro- them , So' that ir matters. not by 
whomthe Plot was layed for levying Warvre againſt 
His Majeſtic, and forcing Him to flic for His life and 
ſafetie, but by whom thoſe Armes were raiſed, and 
His moſt Sacred Majeſtic neceſſirated. to forſake His 
Palace : and that was clearly by the power and 
Armes of this factious Citie. Whereip they ſhewed 
not ſomuch curteſie to their Lord and Soveraigne, 
as dil the Gergeſens'to our Saviour Cbri#, a meerc 
Stranger tothem , whom they beſoaght but not com: 
p<lled to depart ont of their Coats ; which-yet was bad 

enough of conſcience. | 
But theſe were onely rentaments' bellorum cvilium, 
the proems and preparatories tothe following Warre, 
the ground-worke and foundation upon which it was 
after built, Can we affirme as much forthe war it ſelf, 
and all the blood and rapine which did follow onit * 
Can we charge zh: allo on the Citic ? Afﬀuredly, I

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ſes, toadvancethe Warre again His Majeſtie : what

ipared from thcir-ſuperfluities ? How did the Widows 


preſſe to caſt in their Mites, the married Wives their 


wedaing-rings, the zealous! Virgins their whole (tocke, 
to-their Silver bodkins? Had not the' Bodie of, their 
B z Souldiers 
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Soldiers both for Horſe and Foot been raiſed ontof 


the mulrtirudes of this facious Citie, and thoſe con- 
tinually trained and cxerciſed by their new Major 
Generall; the leading Members in both Houſes might 
have made a R/9#; they never had been able ro-have 
formed an .ArmeLs. Had nor the Treafure which 
fir raiſed, and afrerward maintained that rebelhow 
Armie, been colle&cd there; 1n vain the Houfes had 
expeRed cither Armes or Money from their well. 
willers in the Countrey , and that which couldbe 

athered from their Countrey-Frienads, though pol- 
Gly it might have been fufficient ro defray. their 
Guards, had doubtlefle been infinitely roo lictle to 
pay their Sowldiers, And this the leading Members 
underſtood full well, when they appointed the Gaild- 
hall ro be their Treafurie or Exchequer , = foure Al- 
dermen of London, Wollaſion, Warner, Tomes, and An- 
drewes, to be their Treaſurers ; and foure more of the 
wealthier ſort of Citizens to be Commiſſaries.

This 25 it uſhered in the new 04th or Covenant, than 
which amore ungodly and unchriſtian projeR never 
ſaw the light ; ſo was the Covenant backed and ſecon- 
ded by a Remonſtrance and Petition of the ſamelewd 
ſtraine, preſented to the Houſe of Commons on the 20, 
of 1uly. There they moſt bitterly * inveigh againſt 
his Majeſtie, and charge him, that notwithſtanding 
his diſſembled pretences and proteſtariens for main- 
taining the true Reformed Fragles Religion, the liber. 
ties of the Subje, and priviledges of Parliament; 
without any touch of conſcience, and in defianceof 
God (did ever Subieds give ſuch language of a graci- 
ous Prince?) he had raiſed an Armie of Papiſts, Ont- 
lawes, and Traitowrs, to the robbing, murthering, and 
deſtroying of the religious, honeſt, and well. mean- 
ing people.

..A neceſlary queſtion indeed, there being much diflimu. 
lation in the World, Gold may bee counterfeited, Any 
mans writing or ſcale, even the Broad-ſcale of England 
may bcc counterfeited, yea grace it ſelfc may, and is moſt 
commonly counterfcited of any, thing clic, 

For the prevention whereof, a molt memorable and re« 
markcablc taR of Conſtantins Chlorus, Father to Conſtan- 
tine is related in Ewſeb, 1, 1, of the life of Conflantixe, and 
Chapt, 11, Hee being about to maketriall of the conſtancy 
of his Courticrs and attendants about him, whether they 
were ſound and conſtant in the Chriſtian faith, hee makes 
a ſhew that hee would give them leave and full liberty to 
dacrifice unto Idols, and that they ſhould not beepuniſhetl 
for it, Nay, except they did ſo, hee would baniſh them out 
of his Court. But when many among(t them for fearc of 
looſing thcir honour and dignity, did rather forſake God, 
then that they ſhould bee taken offending the Emperour, 
then did Conſtantins Chlorns diſcover his plot which be- 
forchee had conccalcd, and falicth upon them with gric- 
vous chidings for forſaking of God, accounting them un- 
worthy of his ſervice, couunands them to depart out of his 
Court, with great vehemcency uttercth theſe words, ©uo- 
mudo fidem Ineperatori preflabunt inviolatam, qui Deo ſunt 
perfids ? How will they bee true to the Empcrour, that arc 
falſe to God? But as for thoſe, whom hee found conſtant 
inthe Chriſtian faith, hce kept with him, obliged them to 
him by beſtowing on them great honours and preferre- 
ments,faying, Hee more cſtcemed of them to bee with him 
in his houſe, then to have his houſe ſtuffed full with the ra- 
relt treaſure,  _. 

Such a courſe as this (though excellent then) needs not 
now bee taken. Such Engliſh Preachers as latcly have dif- 
covered themſelves upon aleſſe triall, haſtily uſheriog in 
Altars, Genwflef4ions, and other like ſuperſtitious-vanities,

Firſt, The Civill Government hath authority and power 
to compell men : the Church Government is but a ſervice 
or ſimple miniſtry, Cyx1sT being head reſerveth autho= 
rity in himſclfe; Luk, 22. 25. 26, Tee ſhall not exerciſe Lords 
ſhip, but hee that 1s chiefe, ſhall bee as him that ſerveth. 1 Cor. 
3- 5. 21-and 2 Cor, I. 24. and 4. 5, We preach not onr ſelves, 
but ChHR1ST ItSuS, and our ſelves your ſervants for 
CHRISTS ſake. 1 Pet. 5. 3. The Elders muſt not bee Lords 
over G ods heritage, but examples to th: flock. 

Secondly, The propec tubjec of the Civill Government, 
is the mattcrs of this World, as the life, body, ſtate, credit 
oftho ſubjeR,&c, whereas the proper ſubje of the Church 
Government arc matters holy and divine, as thoſe which 
God hath neceſſarily required to the ſanRification of our 
ſoules and conſcicnces ; and alſo ſuch as the honeſty and or- 
der of the Church require to bee ordained and obſerved, 
AKing is not properly the Retour of the Church, but of 
the Common- wealth, yet hee is the Defender of the 
Church, The Civill power hath not oncly dire authority 
in temporall matters , but alſo indire& authority for the 
right ordering Eccleſiaſticall matters, eſpecially over Mi- 
nilters that doe not rightly performe their duty to the 
Church; 2 (hros, 24. 6.8. 11. 12, Toaſh gaveorder for the 
repaire of the Temple, and gave order cſpecially to the 
Prie'ts and Levits about it , that too much negleed it. 
2 King, 12. 4. Tchoaſh likewiſe gave order to the Prieſts 
for the repaireof the Temple,and after required an account, 
and reaſon why it was not done, But the Miniſters of the 
word of God arc ſoexcrciſed about Divine matters, that 


they are prohibited to meddle with ſecular buſinefle. Ine

Againſt this, is obje&ted the example of the Prieſts of 
the vid Teſtament, and of the Prophets, who not onely 
touched upon the Common-weale matters, but mannaged 
the greatelt imployments thereof? 

But this,they did either by expreſſe command fromGod,as 
when El:;faannointed King Techs, 2 King.g.or by ſome cx. 
traordinary leave,the publike fatcty of the State requiring it, 

Thirdly, The proper end of the Civill Government, is 
the preſervation of Civill ſociety amongſt men : whereas 
the proper end of Church Government, isthe preſervation 
of the communion of Saints, A, 2, 42, and 4, 33, ; 

Fourthly, God would have his Church in this World 
ſubje& to the Civill Magiſtrate, that it mightlooke for its 
owne Kingdome in the Heavens, whereat length it ſhall 
raigne, but not to rule here, wull it -come toits head there, 

The Common-wealth hath a Kingdome, which begin- 
ncth and endeth here in this World. Thus CurisT 
would hayc his Charch Miniſtry a ſervice, not rule; thus for 
the difference. The good God of power fo rule us all here, 
that wee may rule with him hereafter. 


For concluſion, though wee conceive, this is the truth Conclugouf 


according to CHa1$T IsSus for the maine and ſub- 
ſtance of it, containing all the orders and particulars in it, 
which Cyr1sT inſtituted as cfſentiall and porpetuall, 
yet wee ſhall rejoyce to ſee it reRificd in any particular 
circumſtance by the quicker ſighted, And hope this our 
offering towards the Lord his building, will bee accepted:

And yet the man may grow hearty againe, when he hearcy 
of the d: feat given to His Majcſties Forces in. Lincolnſhire,an 
account whereof I promiſed you this lalt week, which was 
briefly thus: The good Eail of the good Town of AMen- 
cheſter having raked all their Afociated Counties, cheated ma- 
ny, and forced more to ſerve him in this Rebxllion ; and ha- 
woe joyned himſelt to Sir Thomas Fairfax, Cromwell, Hub- 
bart, andethers, to make up one great body, which was a ſaf- 
ficient ſtrength; and more (themſelves ſay) then His Majeſties 
Forces there, With theſe he reſolved to accomplith the Ao» 
ciation, that is, a perjur'd bloudy League to murther their So- 
veraigne Lord the King, and (which the Law could not doe )

they too readily obeyed, and going off in diſorder coatounded

Theſe Dra- 
goones being 740 in all, made ſuch ſhift, that there is above 
halfe of them now ſafe in Newarke ; the truth is, this grofle 
miſtake of the Word cauſcd a very great diſorder in the Horſe, 
but the Rebels themſelves were ſo put out of order by one of 
the three diviſions of His Majcſties Horſe (for the place was 
ſs advantageous that but three diviſions could charge at once) 
that the Rebels had not time to doe much miſchiefe en the 
Horſe, whocome in daily into Newarke, By an exataccompt 
taken fouredayes fince, all our lofle of all forts both killed, hurt, 
and taken, were not tull 500 (I ſpeake with the moſt) Sir /x- 
gram Hopton is {laine, and Lieutenant Colonel] Ayres taken 
priſoner, I can hearc of no more of note: Whom the Rebels 
loſt I know not, eacly this we are ſure of, that the day before 
this Battcll, part of His Majcſties Forces fell upon {ix Troopes 
of the Rebels Horſe neare Thimbleby, routed them, had cxe- 
cution on them two or three miles, and tooke many of them 
priſoners; ſo that if you joyne this at Thimbleby with what 
hath ſince beene done at WFoodhead upon the AManche- 
fſter Rebels, they will have nogreat reaſon to brag of their 
deeds, farther then this, that the Newark Forces did not 
keepe the ficld, (which the Rebels will fay is a ſtrange thing 
inthe Cavaliers) but I havetold you the miſtake, and am con= 
fident erelong they'll makean amends. For thoſe admirable, 
impoſſible, contradiing Rories that the Londoners. print of 
this fight, I touched them laſt weeke, and hold them unwer-
